This censtruction contract will provide a new 18,500-square-feet Turner-Roberts Recreational Center
located at 7201 Colony Loop Drive for use by the general public and the adjotming VYolma Qverten
Elementary School {(currently being constructed and scheduled for opening August 2007) The shared
parking lot, utilities, detention pond, playfield, playscape and playslab will be prepared by the Austin
Independent School District as provided by the Colony Park Parkland Improvement Interlocal Agreement

The contract amount includes $33,600 for the acceptance of six alternates including Alternate No 2,
replacing FSC Plywood and MDF with Wheat Board, Alternate No 3, the addition of Cotton Blanket
Insulation in all exterior and acoustic walls, Alternate No 5, the addition of ceramic flooring n the
restrooms, Alternate No 6, the addition of a spht face CMU wall around mechamcal yard, Alternate No 7,
the addition of Stainless Steel Corner Guards, and Alternate No 8, the addition of interior wall paint to
gymnasium walls The recreation center will include a full service gymnasium, concession/kitchen, weight
room, computer room, arts and crafts room, multi-purpose room, offices, restrooms and lobby The
elementary school will use the gymnasium during school hours

The elementary school 1s planned to open in August 2007 Since the Recreation Center will be the school’s
gymnasium, the construction schedule has been accelerated to complete the construction of the Recreation
Center by October 2007 The contract allows 180 caftendar days for substantial completion of this contract
Whie it 1s antiaipated that the constructton change order costs will stay within the 5% goal, staff 1s seeking
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an additional 5% in the contingency for a total of 10%, to ensure that the construction schedule of the
Recreation Center 1s not delayed by any unanticipated adjustments caused by two concurrent construction
projects
